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The  Dorchester  Relief  Society  has  no  new  features  to  report  in 
its  work  of  the  past  year,  which  has  been  quietly  but  effectually  sup¬ 
plying  the  needs  of  the  aged,  sick  and  unfortunate  who  have  been  in 
its  care.  We  regret,  as  in  former  years,  the  inability,  from  lack  of 
funds,  to  provide  as  liberally  as  many  worthy  individuals  deserve. 
Our  Agent  uses  much  valuable  time  in  traveling  about  endeavoring  to 
procure  help  from  old  friends  and  relatives  for  those  who  may  have 
such,  and  in  appealing  to  special  organizations  when  the  case  in  hand 
may  properly  belong  to  them; — by  this  means  saving  contributions  to 
the  treasury  of  this  Society  by  Dorchester  persons  for  those  who  are 
alone  and  in  most  distress.  It  is  a  great  disappointment  that  our 
churches  with  few  exceptions  do  not  show  more  substantial  interest. 
We  constantly  have  calls  from  the  church  workers  to  aid  families 
whom  they  visit,  but  for  some  reason,  are  not  considered  suitable 
recipients  of  the  charitable  funds  of  their  respective  churches. 

We  are  glad  to  mention  a  meeting  arranged  in  his  church  by  one 
clergyman,  when  Dorchester  Charities  was  the  subject,  and  repre¬ 
sentatives  from  several  societies  were  invited  to  be  present  and  tell 
the  story  of  their  special  work;  this  society  was  among  the  number. 
Many  in  the  audience  at  the  end  of  the  meeting  expressed  much 
surprise  that  such  organizations  existed  in  Dorchester,  thus  showing 
the  advantage  of  such  meetings.  Will  not  other  ministers  plan  similar 
meetings  in  their  churches,  if  they  are  not  able  to  help  us  with  money? 

The  constant  calls  continue  as  in  former  years,  for  those  ill  with 
tuberculosis;  payment  of  board  in  Rutland  Sanitorium,  carfares  to  the 
Mattapan  Camp  or  the  out-of-door  school  at  Franklin  Park,  and  a 
general  fitting  out  with  warm  clothing  which  is  very  much  in  demand, 
and  which  our  agent  is  frequently  obliged  to  buy  to  enable  these 
patients  to  be  suitably  dressed  to  avail  themselves  of  the  advantage 
of  the  much  needed  care  and  rest  offered  by  these  institutions.  Does 
it  not  seem  possible  for  the  many  residents  of  this  large  district  to 
contribute  this  much  needed  supply  of  cast-off  clothing  in  sufficient 
quantities  to  relieve  their  afflicted  neighbors? 

The  needs  of  the  tuberculosis  patients  who  remain  in  their  homes 
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is  even  greater.  Milk  and  eggs  in  large  quantities  are  prescribed  by 
physicians,  and  nurses  are  employed  by  the  Tuberculosis  Society  to 
obtain  this  nourishment  from  all  possible  sources,  our  Society  being 
one  most  frequently  called  upon  in  Dorchester. 

The  Dorchester  Dispensary  was  much  gratified,  after  a  visit  from 
one  of  the  Russell  Sage  Foundation  visitors,  when  he  pronounced  it 
one  of  the  best  dispensaries  that  he  had  inspected  in  his  tour  of  many 
cities.  The  location  of  the  Dispensary  has  been  changed  and  is  now 
in  the  Robinson  Building  at  Fields  Corner  and  although  the  accom¬ 
modations  are  much  more  convenient  the  rent  is  no  larger. 

The  work  of  the  Dispensary  has  increased  during  the  year,  and 
much  relief  has  been  given  to  the  diseased  poor,  who  have  applied  for 
medical  aid;  146  cases  have  been  treated. 

The  care  of  patients  after  leaving  the  Dispensary  is  followed  up 
•by  the  District  Nurse  and  also  by  the  agent  of  this  Society,  but  more 
of  these  visits  would  be  helpful  to  the  physicians  and  they  greatly 
desire  a  few  volunteer  visitors  to  assist  in  this  branch  of  the  work. 
Surgical  instruments  are  needed  in  the  Dispensary  as  the  physicians 
are  frequently  called  upon  to  perform  minor  operations. 

The  nurse  whom  we  expected  to  continue  for  the  year  resigned 
in  January.  Experience  has  shown  that  a  nurse  from  the  Instructive 
District  Nursing  Association  with  the  training  of,  and  continued  wise 
guidance  of  that  Association  is  much  more  valuable  than  one  who 
works  independently.  Therefore  notwithstanding  the  difficulty  we 
have  had  to  meet  the  expense  of  such  a  nurse,  we  have  confidence 
and  faith  to  believe  that  the  money  will  come  to  meet  this  expense 
and  have  engaged  a  nurse  from  the  Instructive  District  Nursing  Asso¬ 
ciation,  for  one  year  at  the  salary  of  #1,000. 

The  instruction  given  in  the  homes  where  the  nurse  visits  is  a 
very  important  part  of  her  usefulness,  and  the  interest  shown  by  the 
older  children  to  be  taught  is  very  encouraging.  The  attendance  of 
the  nurse  at  the  Dispensary  is  also  a  necessary  part  of  her  work. 

The  Nathaniel  Hall  Society  of  the  First  Parish  Church  has  con¬ 
tinued  and  increased  its  interest  of  last  year — visiting  ten  old  persons 
during  the  winter  and  providing  eight  families  with  Thanksgiving 
dinners,  and  preparing  many  bandages  for  use  in  the  Dispensary. 
The  help  of  these  young  persons  is  of  great  value,  the  brightness  they 
take  into  the  homes  is  much  enjoyed. 

As  usual  the  teachers  in  eight  of  our  Public  Schools  interested  their 
pupils  to  contribute  groceries,  fruit  and  vegetables,  which  were  distri¬ 
buted  among  ninety-three  families  at  Thanksgiving.  This  most 
pleasant  custom  gives  much  happiness  beside  the  substantial  help  to 
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those  who  otherwise  would  have  meagre  Thanksgiving  dinners. 

The  Boston  Elevated  Railroad  again  generously  remembered  us 
and  gave  two  hundred  car  tickets,  which  were  distributed  with  care 
to  those  most  needing  the  recreation. 

The  Dorchester  Relief  Society  has  been  called  upon  to  aid,  in 
various  ways,  135  families  and  individuals,  96  of  whom  were  referred 
for  aid  by  the  Associated  Charities.  •  We  desire  to  keep  in  close  touch 
with  this  organization  believing  the  benefits  are  mutual.  The  39  cases 
which  have  been  wholly  in  our  care  have  been  elderly  persons  with¬ 
out  families  who  were  in  need  of  suitable  boarding  places  where  they 
would  receive  care,  or  of  being  placed  in  institutions  where  it  was 
found  more  advantageous  in  cases  of  illness.  Several  of  these  old 
persons  have  been  in  our  care  for  years  and  will  continue  to  be  during 
their  lives. 

In  some  instances  relatives  or  persons  interested  have  put  sums 
of  money  into  the  hands  of  the  agent  to  be  used  at  the  discretion  of 
the  Society  thereby  showing  much  confidence  in  its  methods. 

We  acknowledge  with  much  gratitude  all  donations  of  money, 
clothing,  and  supplies  received  from  individuals,  schools  and 
organizations. 

We  appeal  more  earnestly,  if  possible,  than  in  previous  years, 
for  gifts  of  money  and  clothing  for  which  the  need  is  most  imperative. 

It  would  be  a  great  misfortune  to  the  poor  of  Dorchester  if  any 
branch  of  this  Society’s  work  should  be  given  up,  but  we  can  only 
hope  that  this  will  not  be  necessary  and  that  the  contributious  will  be 
larger  and  more  numerous  than  in  former  years,  and  that  our  already 
generous  friends  will  continue  to  remember  us.

The  Dorchester  Free  Dispensary,  opened  July  i,  1906,  has 
finished  its  fourth  year  with  a  record  very  satisfactory  to  those  who 
have  been  interested  in  it  during  its  successive  years  of  growth. 

Started  somewhat  as  an  experiment,  it  has  grown  in  a  compara¬ 
tively  short  time  to  be  a  very  necessary  institution  to  the  worthy 
poor  in  the  Fields  Corner  district. 

Ten  hundred  and  fifty-seven  patients  were  treated  there  during 
the  past  year,  an  increase  of  1 18  over  the  previous  year.  Thirty-two 
of  these  were  surgical  cases,  principally  operations  under  ether  for 
the  removal  of  diseased  tonsils  and  adenoids. 

While  these  figures  show  a  satisfactory  increase  in  the  number 
of  patients  treated,  the  clinics  would  be  much  more  extensively 
attended  if  it  were  not  for  two  facts.  One  is,  that  since  we  have 
during  previous  years  rejected  six  per  cent  of  applicants  (which  is 
twenty  times  as  large  a  per  cent  as  is  rejected  by  ariy  other  known 
dispensary  in  Massachusetts)  it  has  become  rumored  among  those 
who  otherwise  would  apply  that  we  are  over-careful  about  whom  we 
accept  and  they  go  where  there  is  less  investigation  and  no  sugges¬ 
tions  that  they  are  unworthy  of  and  imposing  upon  charity.  Another 
reason  why  the  growth  has  not  been  even  greater  is,  that  knowledge 
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of  its  existence  and  objects  has  not  been  acquired  by  many  still  in 
need  of  it.  We  haven’t  tried  to  make  it  too  popular  even  with  the 
very  needy  for  we  are  living  up  to  our  income  now  and  are  in  need 
of  quite  a  few  articles  to  run  the  clinics  properly  and  smoothly. 

It  was  found  necessary  recently  to  move  our  dispensary  quarters 
and  the  change  is  an  improvement  in  the  convenience  of  carrying  on 
our  medical  and  surgical  work, — to  the  patients,  the  physicians  and 
the  Dorchester  Relief  Society;  for  we  are  on  the  same  floor  at 
204  Adams  Street,  with  the  office  of  the  Society,  and  can  easily 
consult  with  Miss  Bruce  regarding  social  conditions  of  the  patients 
which  play  such  an  important  part  in  their  ill-health. 

We  are  going  to  carry  the  social  work  into  the  home  more 
extensively  this  year  in  connection  with  the  dispensary  work,  for  we 
know  that  it  is  often  in  the  home  only  that  we  get  the  secret  of  the 
cause  of  the  broken  health  and  also  the  cue  for  the  removal  of  it. 
We  are  in  need  of  trained  volunteer  workers  to  help  along  these  lines. 

Fortunately,  we  are  better  supplied  as  to  nurses  this  year.  We 
have  one  graduate  who  is  expected  to  remain  throughout  the  year  and 
who  can,  therefore,  get  well  enough  acquainted  with  some  of  the 
patients  to  gain  their  confidence  and  in  that  way  better  find  out  the 
fundamental  cause  of  their  trouble,  and  suggest  the  path  out  of  it. 
Then  we  have  an  undergraduate  who  is  expected  to  get  training  in 
social  work  and  she  will  be  very  much  of  a  help  to  us,  I  hope;  for  we 
need  a  nurse  whom  we  can  send  into  the  homes  of  our  patients  to  see 
that  they  at  least  fairly  well  understand  how  to  carry  out  our 
dispensary  directions  and  who  can  report  to  us  on  the  social  conditions 
of  the  home. 

Now  as  to  our  rooms  and  supplies:  There  are  many  things 
which  we  would  like  to  have  and  which  some  day  we  are  going  to 
have,  for  someone  appreciating  the  very  profitable  work  the  dispen¬ 
sary  is  capable  of  doing  is  going  to  tell  us  to  fit  it  up  in  the  most  up- 
to-date  manner  and  send  him  or  her  the  bill,  which  will  not  be  very 
large.  In  the  meantime,  there  are  a  few  things  which  we  must  have; 
such  as,  rubber  aprons  and  sheeting  for  doctors,  nurses  and  patients, 
basins,  brushes,  dry  heat  sterilizer,  and  a  few  instruments,  all  of 
which  would  not  cost  more  than  $25.  Then  one  of  the  floors  of  our 
present  rooms  is  mostly  splinters  and  needs  linoleum  badly.  As  Mrs. 
Brigham,  who  rents  us  our  rooms  at  the  nominal  rate  of  $50.  per  year, 
has  already  spent  for  repairs  about  $40.  she  should  not  be  asked  to 
do  any  more  this  year. 

The  economy  of  contributing  to  a  cause  whereby  the  sick  are 
made  self-supporting  is  self-evident  and  saves  many  future  contribu- 
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tions  to  the  various  other  charitable  organizations  where  these  cases 
would  apply  for  aid. 

More  than  that,  as  previously  mentioned,  there  is  practically  no 
abuse  in  this  charity  for  which  your  money  is  donated  and  the 
physicians  of  the  staff  stand  ready  to  devote  more  of  their  time  to  the 
service  as  soon  as  the  financial  condition  of  this  branch  of  the 
Dorchester  Relief  Society  will  permit.
